“ hazardous 
conditions” 
which were not necessarily viola­ 
tions of the code. 
Tests Taken 
The report from the Ballinger 
firm stated that tests in the bed­ 
room of a house at 41 Ivory Rock 
road, 
Indian Creek, 
showed 
a 
potential current of up to 
IOO 
volts could pass from the under­ 
ground side of certain receptacles 
and the concrete floor. 
‘As asphalt tile floors of the 
type installed are often cleaned 
by use of a wet mop or scrubbing. 
it is our belief a hazardous con­ 
dition could very readily develop,” 
the report states. 
Robinson claimed that the re­ 
ceptacles 
were 
not 
grounded 
properly and that if a defect oc­ 
curred, a person touching them 
would receive a 100-volt charge 
of electricity. 
The code states that these re­ 
ceptacles should either be ground­ 
ed
